He sent the results to 
Eisenhower. 
In releasing the poll, Cole said 
he could "easily understand Eisen­ 
hower’s position,” and he added: 
"His entire effort is toward th e 
effective organization of the North 
Atlantic treaty arm ies and resist­ 
ance to further communistic ag­ 
gression and I sincerely believe th a t 
he gives little if any thought to 
politics and the coming nom ination. 
This is his Job and his duty at the 
present time and he is carrying on 
in an exemplary m anner.’’

Banished from China for life were 
Sisters Im elda Lapierre. Penrouge, 
Quebec; Jerm aine Tanguay, a Cana­ 
dian citizen bom at Nashua. N. H., 
and Elizabeth Lemire, La Bale Du 
Fevre, Quebec. 
The five nuns for years ran the 
Sacred H eart orphanage and receiv­ 
ing center for abandoned children 
and unw anted girls. 
Most of the youngsters were starv­ 
ing and ill when brought to the sis­ 
ters. M ai^ were dying. Tile nuns 
saved hundreds, but thousands died 
and the Communists charged the 
sisters w ith one count of m urder for 
each death. 
Tile nuns were arrested M arch 19, 
paraded through the streets of Can­ 
ton and kept in jail until their pub­ 
lic trial. 
T he nuns apparently were given 
no opportunity to defend themselves.

African Violets N e e d 
Shade From Noon Sun 


African violets liave become a 
h bby with many, and most persons 
have surprisingly good success with 
them. They' are native to the rain 
forests of western Africa where they 
are drenched frequently by torren­ 
tial tropical rains that create an a t­ 
mosphere far more humid than that 
possible in the home. 
Perched high rn cliffs where the 
root* are embedded in soil rich in j 
humus, they have good drainage de­ 
spite the frequent rains. A dancing 
pattern cf sun reaches them through 
Hie swaying crowns of the trees. 
Realizing the conditions to which 
the plant is accustomed, the gar­ 
dener will do well to screen the 
direct midday sun except during the 
winter when the rays are not nearly 
so powerful as in summer. Cold 
drafts are very damaging and the 
tem perature should be held at 70 d e­ 
grees during the day and 65 at night.
